If ever a team wearing the colors of 
Handley High had a successful season, 
it was certainly the Greyhounds of ‘42. 
Playing the hardest schedule of any 
Handley team yet, the boys in purple 
and white this year went farther. 


It is most remarkable for a school the 
size of Handley to send a team to the 
regional finals. This was not accom- 
plished by individual playing but by 
teamwork. Seldom does one find a 
team with more hustle, spirit and sheer 
courage than this team displayed.
